T ile m other of W illiam Ed- 
ward Hickman was ready to­ 
day to take the w itness stand 
and tell the innerm ost secrets 
of her heart and mind to save 
her son from the gallows. 
Mrs. Eva M. Hickman, de­ 
scribed by her former neigh­ 
bors as a highstrong, distract­ 
ed m other who had to be com­ 
m itted to an Arkansas asylum 
because she attem pted to end 
her life and threatened to kill 
her five children, will be the 
first w itness actually to Hike 
the stand in defense of the 
confessed kidnaper-slayer of 
Marion Parker, 
Meanwhile, the kidnaping-murder 
case marked time as Hickman and 
his confessed 
bandit confederate, 
W elby Hunt, 
16-year-old 
Kansas 
City youth, prepared to face an­ 
other bar of justice for the murder 
of C. Ivy 
Thoms, Iais 
Angeles 
druggist, during a gun duel. 
Hickman and Hunt are charged 
jointly with the fatal shooting of 
the druggist in a frustrated drug 
store holdup 
on Christmas 
E**e, 
1926. 
Their trial on the joint mur­ 
der charge has been set for today 
before 
Superior Judge 
Carlos 
S. 
Hardy. 
Hickman has 
entered a 
dual plea of 
not guilty 
and not 
guilty by reason of insanity. Hunt 
pleaded not guilty. 
Judge Hardy, who withdrew from 
the Parker murder case w hen the 
d efense charged he was prejudiced 
^gainst Hickman, faced the n eces­ 
sity of postponing the Thom s trial 
until the end of H ickm an’s trial

Manager Famous For Pep Battle Cry “E-Yah,” Led 
Detroit To Three Pennants—Succumbed 
To Meningitis

today at his home here. 
He 
was 57 years old. 
Jennings suffered an attack

meningitis 
last 
Saturday 
and his 
condition 
rapidly be­ 
came worse. 
The colorful and 
aggressive 
manager who won 
three pennants for Detroit wag­ 
ed a game struggle against the 
disease 
after physicians 
had 
given 
up 
hope for his 
recov- 
«ry. 
He had been ill for three 
years. 
The end 
came 
peacefully. 
He 
becam e unconscious on Sunday, but 
regained 
consciousness 
later and 
chatted with relatives. 
Jennings is survived by his wife, 
one daughter, Mrs. Thomas P. Mc­ 
W illiam s; two brothers, Jam es and 
Frank Jennings; 
and 
one 
sister. 
Mrs. 
Edward Walsh. 
All live in 
Pennsylvania. 
And so the 
famous "e-yah” 
of 
H ughey Jennings is stilled forever. 
It 
resounded 
through 
the land 
back in 1907 when the Detroit Tig­ 
ers 
started 
on 
their 
winning 
splurge 
and 
Jennings, 
as 
their 
fiery manager, came in for an era 
of great exploitation. 
He delivered 
pennant 
winners 
at 
Detroit 
in 
1907, 1908 and 1909 but was not 
able to win a single world’s series, 
being beaten by the fam ous Chica­ 
go Cubs of Chance’s day the first 
two years and by the Pittsburgh 
Pirates in 1909. 
Jennings 
remained 
a 
colorful, 
though not successful m anager for 
eleven years thereafter, being final­ 
ly succeeded by his greatest star, 
the 
only 
Ty 
Cobb. 
However. 
H ughey 
had 
the 
satisfaction of 
managing 
a 
resplendent host of 
stars during his days at Detroit, 
the list, in addition to Cobb, includ­ 
ing

of the club; Bob 
Veach, the late

Stange and many others. 
In his days on the playing field. 
Jennings attained alm ost as much 
fam e as he did as a manager. 
He 
was the .shortstop of the old Balti­ 
more Orioles of Ned Hanlon, the 
club that featured John McGraw, 
v\ ilbert Robinson, Brodie, Joe K el­ 
ley, Dahlen, 
Willie 
K eeler 
Mc- 
Gann and others. 
Subsequently, 
Jennings “lost” his arm and put In 
a few years at first base, one of 
them with the Phillies and several 
more with Brooklyn, then the N a­ 
tional League champions. 
W hen Bill Armour w as dropped 
at Detroit, Jennings stepped into 
the breach. 
He remained for som e 
fourteen years 
and, after 
being 
superceded by Cobb, he got a job 
as coach of the Giants under the 
auspices 
of his

He lasted until the end of 
the 1925 season when tuberculosis 
claim ed him and he w as forced to 
retire to a sanitorium at Asheville,

He returned in greatly improved 
health during the 1926 season but 
did not resume his connection with 
baseball. 
Jennings was a graduate of Cor­ 
nell University and practiced law 
in his home town of Scranton, Pa. 
until his health failed.

PENITENTIARY PRISONER MAY 


BE FREED; CASE IS REVERSED 


Conviction of William Cummings, 
this city, in Common Pleas Court 
on an indictment for a statutory of­ 
fense W’us reversed by tho Greene 
County Court of Appeals Tuesday 
because of an alleged erroneous 
charge to the jury by Judge It. L. 
Gowdy. The l a s e w as rem anded for 
a new trial. 
Cummings is now serving a term 
of from one to ten years in Ohio 
State Penitentiary. 
Attorney F. W. Punkie, defense 
counsel, asserted that in view of 
the reversal of the trial court s 
conviction, he may make an effort 
to obtain Cum mings’ release from 
the penitentiary on habeas corpus 
proceedings.
